Referee Fitzpatrick of New Orleans

New ORLEANS, La., August 17.—A Picayune’s 
special from Purvis, Miss., says that John L. 
Sullivan was this morning sentenced to twelve 
months in prison. Referee Fitzpatrick pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to pay a fine of $200. 


The Trialand the Verdict. 


PouRVIS, Miss., August 17.—The jury yester- 
day brought in a verdict finding John L. Sul 
livan guilty of prize fighting, and subject to 
the penalty imposed by the State of Missis- 


sippi, which is $1,000 fine, or one year’s im- 
prisonment, or both. The Court met at 9 
o’clock yesterday morning, and the counsel! 
for both sides made their arguments upon the 
instructions to be given to the jury. The de- 
fense held thata bet made between the prin- 
cipaisin a flant does not constitute a prize 
fight, and that the evidence showed 


that Harding uad given Kilrain $1,000 to bet 
on the ht thus creating 1 that 


the bet was between Fox and Sullivan, and 
thus the bet being made with a third party it 
removes the only evidence that it was a prize- 
fignt. On the other hand the defense argued 
thatthere could be no assault and battery 
upon a person when that person consented to 
be struck, and further that the evidence did 
not prove that there had been any prearrange- 
ment for a prize-fightin Marion County. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES A PRIZE- FIGHT. 

The counsel for the State argued that to con- 
stitute a prize-fight it was not necessary that 
there should have been any prearrangement, 
but that a bet between the principals 
or others upon the entering of the ring 
was sufficient to constitute it a prize-ficht, 
and that when two persons enter into a con- 
test and willingly fight each other it is assault 
and battery. When the court resumed its 
session there was quite acrowd inthe court- 
room. The jury looked tired and worn. Sul- 
Ivan was not present, but the counsel for 
both sides were present, The defense filed 
exceptions to the instructions asked for by 
the State, and then District Attorney Neville 
argued the case tothe jury. He read the in- 
dictments to the jury and admonished them 
to obey the written instructions ofthe court, 
and to find a verdict in accordance with these 
instructions. He explained the charges asked 
for by the State and allowed by the court, and 
explained these instructions point by point. 
He then said that the jury could have no rea- 
sonable doubt that a fight had occurred be- 
tween Sullivan and Kilrain and that money 
had been bet at the ringside, He went over 
the details of the elaborate and well-known 

reparations which had been made for the 
Baht. How the fighters had arrived and how 
the ring had been pitched and the crowd 


gathered with tickets and camps tools ob- 


tained beforehand in anticipation of a fight. 
How when everything was prepared as planned 
the Sheriff came and commanded peace in 
the name of the State and was disregarded 


and the authority of the law set aside. 
The defendant’s attorney, Neville, had caught 


at the thread that lt was not proven that Jake 


Kilrain had been in the ring, and had fought, 


but the evidence showed that a man who 
answered to thut name had taken his piace in 
the ring with Sullivan and had done battle un- 
der that name. 


THE PLEA FOR SULLIVAN. 

Judge Calhoun, for the defense, then made 
bie argument to the jury. He argued for 
about an hour trying to impress the jury with 
the fact that they must not draw too many 


conclusions from evidence presented, 


but must base their decision 
on facts as given. He pleaded 
that Sullivan must be treated with the same 
justice and consideration as if he had been of 
the State of Mississippi, and that in fact should 
be considered that had the fight been between 
two Marion Couhty ;men nothing would have 
been said. 

Ex-Attorney General Ford, Sullivan’s coun- 


sel, argued that no evidence had been brongbt 


toshow that the man Sullivan had met was 


Kilrain. 


A recess was taken, and after recess District 


Attorney Neville resumed his argument, say- 


ing that the fact that Sullivan had come from 


outside the State would makeno difference, 
but that he was to be given a fair trial on the 
merits of the evidence as presented, and that 


if the jury was not convinced thata prize- 


fight had been fought it could find that assault 
and battery had been done. 


THE JUDGE’S INSTRUCTIONS. 
The judge then read his instructions to the 


jury, the substance being as follows: 


For the defense—That the identity of Kilrain 
must be established by the State beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, or no finding could be had on 


ither count. That it must be proven that a 
prize was fought for to find on the first count.

A LONG AND GRAND LIFE 


ARCHBISHOP KENRICK CELEBRATES THE 
83D ANNIVERSARY OF HIS BIRTH. 


He Receives the Members of the Clergy 
Who Call Informally to Tender Their 
Congratulations — Interesting Facts 
About the Life of the Venerable Pre- 
late—The Jubilee of His Consecration in 
1891. 


To-day was the 88d anniversary of Arch- 
bishop Peter Richard Kenrick’s birthday. In 
accordance with the venerable prelate’s ex- 
pressed wishes no presents were sent him or 
was there any special celebration of the 
event, buta large number of the ciergy called 
on him to tender their congratulations and 
these he received cordially. The reverend 
gentleman was in good health and excellent 
spirits, and certainly gave promise of living 
many years more. He celebrated 5 o’clock 
mass in bis private chapel as usual. There 
were no special services in the church in com- 
memoratlon of the occasion. 

Archbishop Kenrick was born in Dublin on 
August 17, 1806. He was educated at May- 
nooth College, and graduated from that noted 
institution of learning with great distinction. 
Feeling a vocation for the priesthood, he at 
the close of his college began to study with 
thatendin view. He was ordained in Dublin 


Archbishop Kenrick. 

on March 6, 1832, by Archbishop Murray. 
Shortly afterwards he came tp this country 
and located in Philadelphia, where he was 
soon made Vicar-General of the dlocese. His 
promotion was very rapid, his ability being 
marked. Un April 30, 1841, he was consecrated 
Bishop of Drava and condjutor to Bishop Ro- 
sati, the first Bisuop of St. Louis. He was 
consecrated in Philadelphia, and immediately 
afterwards set out for the scene of his future 
labors. 

HE CAME TO sr. LOUIS 

by way of Cape Girardeau, where he stopped 
fora while atthe Convent of the Sisters of 
Loretto. Part of his journey from the Cape to 
St. Louis he made in a wagon drawn by a team 
of-oxen. At the death of Bishop Rosati, 
which occurred a couple of years after Bishop 
Kenrick’s arrival, the latter was 
made Bishop of St. Louis. His territory 
then consisted of half of IIlIlinois and 


all of Missouri, Arkansas, Iowa and Nebraska. 
His first coadjutor was Bishop Dugan, who 
became insane and is still living in that eon- 
dition. His next assistant was Bishop Ryan, 
now the Archbishop of Philadelphia. since 
Archbishop Ryan’s departure Archbishop 
Kenrick bas personally performed all the 
duties of the diocese. A number of the priests 
were ambitious to succeed the present Arch- 
bishop of Philadelphia as — — Bishop of 
St. Louis, and there was considerable disap- 
pointment among the clergy when they be- 
came convinced that no one wasto be ele- 
vated to the vacant bishopric. The 
Archbishop being very old had relinquished 
allthe authority to Bishop Ryan, and the 
office of that prelate was accordingly one of 
much influence and especial honor. When he 
was selected for the see at Philadelphia the 
appointment of another coadjutor was anx- 
iously awaited by a number ambitious of that 
honor. But to the surprise of the clergy, and 
indeed of the entire Catholic community, Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, who, during Bishop Ryan’s 
administration, had been living the life ot a 
hermit, did not ask Rome for an assistant, but 
took up the arduous duties of the diocese 
himself. His resumption of authority was 
thought to be only temporary, but when some 
time had elapsed and he still gave out no in- 
timation of his intention to ask an assistant, 
anumber of priests waited on him and re- 
quested that he have acoadjutor appointed, 
as his age would not permit of bim attendin 
to all the diocesan duties without danger o 
breaking down his constitution. Their sug- 
gestion was so coldly received, however, that 
not one of the clergy has ever since dared 
to broacn the subject of a coadjutor 
to him, and he has gone on 
attending to his duties, which are really of 
such a weighty character that it is marvellous 
how he keeps from breaking down. During 
the presont summer he has sometimes admin- 
istered confirmation to 1 classes of chil- 
dren in as many as three different churches in 
one day. He is always punctillious in his ap- 
pointments and betrays not the slightest evi 
dences of weakness in the performance of any 
duty, no matter how onerous it may be. 

His will power is prodigious, and itis no 
doubt due to this striking characteristic that 
he preserves his mental and physical vigor to 
such an extent as he does. It is his custom to 
take a long walk every day of bis lite. He 
usually goes out about 3 o’clock and returns 
home about 6 o’ clock.

was afire. The newspapers of Brazil 
are lavish in their praises of the 
courage and coolness of Capt. Beers and 
his able assistants and all the coast towns 
have echoed his name.

A few minutes 
after the third assistant engineer, Joseph 
Neptune, discovered it the rum casks began 
toexplode. Nearly all the eighty-five pas- 
sengers, including forty-five women and 
children, many of whom were Americans, 
had gone to bed. They got up in a hurry and 
rushed on deck. Capt. ers headed his ship 
for the shore, while Engineer Van Aderstine 
got out five lines of hose and pumped water 
into the compartment through the coal 
bunker hatches. Anchor was dropped 
within five miles of the coast. All the 
passengers were put aboard five life boats 
which were swung into the water. An officer 
had charge of each boat. Little streams of 
rum, burning pale blue, poured out of every 
crease in the blazing compartment. The 
captain, — * and his assistants and the 
crew stayed aboard the ship and fought the 
fire until dawn when they got it under con- 
trol. By that time there was only one boiler 
on board with steam in it, All the boiler fires 
had been extinguished by the water poured 
into the burning compartmsnt to whieh the 
fire wasconfined. The only damage to the 
hull of the steamer was the warping ofa 
plate on the starboard side. The officers 
and crew were exhausted by the 
time they got the fire under 
control.

AMERICAN WINEMAKING. 


— — 


GREAT IMPROVEMENT IN QUALITY IN con- 
SEQUENCE OF SCIENTIFIC TREATMENT. 


Au Old Missouri Grape-Grower Tells Some 
Interesting Facts—Mistakes of Early Mis- 
souri Winemakers—Peculiarities of Soil 
Required for Grapes—A Growing Amer- 
lean Industry. 


DR the last three 
years there has been 
a remarkable devyl- 
opment among the 
wine-growers of this 
country,’’ said 
Raphael Bensoul, 
who owns several 
large vineyards in 
the neighborhood of 
Los Angeles, Cal., 
and is interested in 
Missouri wines, who 
passcd through the 
city on his way to 
the southeastern part of the State. ‘‘About 
fifteen years ago, when Iiived in Missouri, 
there was a perfect furor about grapes and 
wine-making, and vineyards were planted all 
over the country. I was one of those who 
were carried away by the excitement and paid 
dearly for it. 
EARLY MISSOURI WINEMAKERS. 
Looking back with my present experience, 
it appears as if the grape growers of Missouri 
were possessed by some evil demon which tn- 
duced them to plant vineyards in the very 
worst localities that could have been selected, 
and this State offers facilities for blunders in 
grape growing for winemaking purposes af 
forded by few others. In the course of wide 
and varied travel, I have seldom seen 
as rich land as some of that to 
be found within the limits of Missouri. 
The soil is a strong, black loam, well watered, 
very fertile and capable of growing the most 
exhausting crops year after year. This fact 
was regarded as indicative that grapes could 
be grown equal to the best of those produced 
by the European vineyards, and with this end 
in view much of the finest land in the State 
was given over to vineyards. I know that 
I took a hundred acres that were 
practically virgin, and which I had intended 
to plant in wheat, and covered them 
with vines.“ The history of our early 


failure is too well known to require recapitu- 
lation. The grapes grew in profusion, but the 
wine made from them was coarse and rank, 
and it would have required several centuries 
of age to have rendered it drinkable. The 
failure was welancholy, andin my case was 
so disastrous as to induce me to leave the 
State. After I had studied the question of 
grape culture alittle, in common with many 
others, lsaw where we had made our mistake. 
PECULIAR SOIL KEQUIRED. 

Ot all things fatal to the growth of grapes 
suitable for wine, a strong, rich soil isthe 
worst. The vine, I believe. occupies a posi- 
tion inthis respect peculiar toiteelf. Vir- 
gin soil utterly destroys the finer qualities of 
the grape, and renders it utterly unfit for the 
pene. Soil that for any other crop grown would 

e exhausted and deprived of all its vital 
elements is exactly what is needed for vine- 
yards. Especially is a moist, close 
loam, such as is found in the river bot- 
toms of this State, ruinous to the finer quali- 
ties ofthe crop. What is needed is nota dry 
soll, butone quickly drained, and deprived 
of all its stronger and ranker qualities. For 
light wines a hillside is the best, in a tolerably 
moist climate, where the ground does 
not become parched, but where the 
water runs off without therougly soaking the 
ground. This is found in many parts of the 
Ozarks where light wines onght to be suc- 
cessfully raised. For the heavier clarets a 
soil which would be considered exhausted for 
any other purpose is required, that on which 
anumberof heavy wheat crops have been 
raised without fertilization being the best at- 
tainable in this country. 

CALIFORNIA VINEYARDS. 

This has been found in California, where 
the best vineyards, with the exception of 
those cultivated for centuries by the monks, 
are those occupying the tops of hills where 
the Spaniards used to raise a little wheat. On 
these patches grapes have been grown from 
which wine is made almost equal to a French 
claret. Every year we have been improving, but 
until 1887 the wine-making was carried on in 
rather a hapbazard way, and grapes from dif- 
ferent vineyards were sent to the press to- 
gether. The consequence was that the few 
fine grapes were lost in the mass of those of 
inferior quality, and the capabilities of the 
high hills were not developed. Lately, how- 
ever, a close selection has been made with 
reference to quality, and the result has been 
that a far better grade of wine has been pro- 
duced than any hitherto known. It has not 
yet age enough, but in a few years it will be 
seen that our clarets and other wines will 
rank almost as high as those of Europe.

ANOTHER ELECTORAL REFORM. 

Gen. PALMER wants both parties in Ili- 
nois to nominate candidates for the United 
States Senate, and have them stump the 
State in joint debate, pending the elec- 
tion of members of the State Legislature 
which will choose FARWELL’s. successor. 

The wish was suggested most probably 
by Gen. PALMER’s recollection of the con- 
test between LiNCoLN and DovuGLass in 
1858 and of the great revolution it wrought 
in the politics of Illinois. Now, as then, 
such a contest might have a marked ef- 
fect in determining the election of friends 
of the two candidates, and in ultimately 
changing the relative strength of parties 
in the State. 

But a still more interesting result might 
follow such a contest now, when there is 
a growing dissatisfaction with the present 
mode of electing United States Senators, 
and a growing demand for their election 
by the people. A seemingly insurmount- 
able bar to that demand is the article of 
the Federal Constitution providing that 
the United States Senators from each 
State shall be ‘‘chosen by the Legislature 
There isno telling how much 
of time and effort and favorable incidents 
would be required to secure the requisite 
amendment. There is, however, nothing 
to hinder us from practically electing 
United States Senators by popular yote 
without altering the Constitution; as we 
now practically elect the President by 
popular vote, without changing or violat- 
ing the provision that he shall be chosen 
by a limited number of Electors. 

If, for the educational effect, State Leg- 
islatures choose to encourage such con- 
tests as that proposed by Gen. PALMER 
they can provide for a poll of the popular 
vote directly for the candidates for Sen- 
ator when the members of the Legislature 
are elected. This direct popular vote 
would not legally determine the election 
of a Senator. Members of the Legislature 
in choosing a Senator would be legally 
free to disregard the instruction given by 
the direct vote of their constituents for 
Senator, but few if any would dare dis- 
obey it. The fashion of pledging candi- 
dates for the Legisiature to vote for Sen- 
ator us instructed by the majority vote of 
the county or district would supervene, 
and would generally prove as potent as 


the moral obligation which has so far 


made all Presidential Electors vote strictly 
as directed by their constituents. 

To stop the purchase of Senatorships 
and the conversion of the United States 
Senate into a mere lever of Plutocracy— 
to stop the transfer of Senatorships by 
mere machine power fromthe machine 
boss to his unfit son, as from SImmMon Cam- 
ERON to DONALD—is most desirable, but 
attainable only by some method of mak- 
ing the choice of Senators depend more 
upon the whole vote of a State and less 
upon the bargains and intrigues of a leg- 
islative caucus in which a small squad of 
corruptionists may hold the balance of 
power. The proposed plan promises such 


a reform and is well worth trying.

NEwS comes from Wasbington that Col. 
SWITZLER has committed the unpardon- 
able blunder which warrants his imme- 
diate dismissal from the office of Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics. The story goes 
that a Cabinet officer wanted certain sta- 
tistics and sent for them to the Bureau of 
Statistics. In return Col. SWITZLER had 
the effrontery to send him statistics which 
proved that protection was not a panacea 
for all commercial ills and that it fre- 
quently operated to stifie trade and man- 
ufacture and to oppress consumers and 
wage-earners. This was both insolent and 
foolish on the Colonel’s part. If statistics 
on that subject were wanted he should 
have sent the kind which indicated that 
wage-earners would starve and trade and 
manufacture would die without protec- 
tion. A Chief of the bureau who knows 
his business and what he is in office for 
and what will keep him there, will always 
suit his statistics to the policy of the Ad- 
ministration. Col, SwITzLER must go.

Messrs. Leverett Bell, Charles Green, Sam- 
uel M. Kennard, C. A. Cox, Maj. C. O. Rain- 
water, Charles H. Turner, B. O. Simmons, 
John B. O' Mara, D. M. Houser, Charles 
O. Maffitt, John O'Day, and Ellis Wain- 
wright. 

Mr. Joseph Franklin moved that the report 
be adopted. Col. Griff Prather seconded the 
motion and it was carried unanimously. 
The letters from O0. W. Meysenberg of 
Chicago, offering a donation of $1,000 and 
Mr. A. W. Fagin, tendering free of charge 
rooms for the officers of the World’s Fair 
Committee were then read, A letter was re- 
ceived from L. M. Rumsey, expressing bis re- 
gret that he was unable to be present, but 
promising his hearty co-operation in the work 
on his return to the city. Secretary Galennie 
read the resignation of Gov. D. R. Francis as 
Second Vice-President. The reason given by 
the Governor was that he could not be a mem- 
ber of a purely local committee, but he said 
he would aid the movement in every way that 
he could consistent with his duty to the State 
at large.

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What Railway Officials Say of the Staten 
Island Terminals—A Bad Move for the 
Monumental City—Sentimental Manage- 
ment va. Business Methods—Death of 
Millionaire Thaw—Railway News.

BALTIMORE, August 17.—The completion of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co. 's terminal 
at Staten Isiand and its through line to New 
York has increased the alarm felt for some 
time in business circles in this city that New 
York will now draw all the trade of the Balti- 
more & Ohio that business men of Baltimore 
have so much depended upon. As soon as the 
company can command the funds it is said 
that work will begin on the B. & O. elevated 
road through this city, which, when com- 


pleted, will enable through trains from the 


West and South to go whirling through 
Baltimore, and, as many of the mer- 
chants declare, make this town truly 
a way station instead of a terminus. First 
Vice-President Orleand Smith thus explains 
the policy of the company as to the terminus: 
„Different lals ot various amounts, the lowest 


of which is 3 cents a 100 pounds exists in favor 
of Baltimore. It would, therefore, be cheap- 
er to ship Western freight to this city than to 
New York. Baltimore possesses an advan- 
tage so far as all places on the B. & O., are 
concerned, except on the Philadelphia and 
New York division. We expect to continue 
handling the inland commerce of Baltimore or 
alarge part of it, and in addition will get 

art of the domestic traffic to and from New 

ork. With regard to exports, the effect of 
the compietition of our Staten Island termi- 
nals upon Baltimore trade will depend upon 
the relative ocean rates. A Western man will 
figure whether it is cheaper to send his freight 
to Liverpool by way of Baltimore or New 
York ** * 


Another Baltimore & Ohio official said: ‘‘It 
is a plain case of Hustle for the bulk of the 
trade between Baltimore and New York. Both 
cities must taketheir chances, and no road 
which pretends to be a trunk line gy 
along without a New York terminus. Our 

assenger facilities in the neighborhood of 

hat city will be hard to beat, and ougnt to 
load our trains pretty well. The supposition 
is that when we change our present arrange- 
ments withthe New Jersey Central we will 
ease the two new ferry boats, the Robert Gar- 
ret and the Erastus Wiman, for 2 pas- 
sengers ‘across New York Bay. The trip 
across to New York now takes about twenty- 
five minutes, but we expect to reduce it to 
fifteen minutes by building new and improved 
boats if they are found necessary.’’ 

John A. Hambleton & Co., the bankers in 
their weekly circular to-morrow, commenting 
on the establishment ot the line at its Eastern 
terminal on Staten Island, will express the 
opinion that the B. & O. extension to New 

ork is a bad move for Baltimore. They also 
state that the constraction of the New York 
extension was the chief cause of the financial 
embarrassment of the company. 

Labor circles continue exercised over the 
closing of the Baltimore & Ohio main shops 
and the general discharge of working men. 
The Hambleton circular, commenting on this 
move of the company, will say: ‘‘Any- 
one who is watching the 83 " 
must be convinced that there has been 
infused into the management of that 
company a system which must be productive 
of good results. Sentimental management 
has given place to reorganization of the serv- 
ice and the adoption of methods based upon 
business principles. The finances of the com- 
pany have been well managed. The earnings 
of the B. & O. are satisfactory and we are in- 
formed that increased revenue from securities 
owned and from other sources not shown in 
the monthly statement, will bring the net 
earnings considerably ahead of last year. It is 
expected that a larger surplus will be shown 
this year. 


Death of Vice-President Thaw. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., August 17.—A cablegram 
from Paris just received announces the death 
there of Wm. Thaw, Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania Co. and one of the most prom- 


nent raflroad men in the country. He was 
reputed to be worth at least $20,000,000 and 
was a true philanthropist. The cause of his 
death has not yet been learned. He was 61 
years of age. 

Mr. Thaw was born in Pittsburg of Scotch- 
Irish parentage on October 12, 1818, and re- 
ceived his education in the common schools 
and Western University of this city. He 
began business in his father’s bank in 1834 
and eleven years later formed a partnership 
with Thomas 8. Clarke as Olarke & Thaw 
transporters and owners of steam and canal 
boats. This was continued until the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad was built. In those days the 
canal system was the great channel of com- 
munication between the East and West. 

At the time of nis death he was a director of 
the Pennsyivania Railroad Co. and Second 
Vice-President of the Pennsylvahia Co.’s 
Western system. He wasalso Vice-President 


ot the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louls Rail- 


road, and President and director of many 
local corporations. His fortune is variously 
estimated at from $20,000,000 to 5, 000 
and was used forthe noblest purposes. 
donation to the Western University was 
between $300,000 and 4400, 000, and he has at 
times given liberally to the Universities of 
Hanover, Oberiin, Wooster, Geneva, Carroll, 
M sville, Tenn, and Western Theological 
Seminary. He was constantly giving dona- 
tions to local charities, and half his time at 
his home and office was taken up with assist- 
ing worthy poor, who called for aid and never 
left empty banded. He leaves a wife and ten 
—j His death was caused by heart 
ailure.

Its growth bas been encouraged by the sys- 
tem of fast fruit express trains, which are 
now run by the different lines of railroad 
which enable a producer 800 miles from mar- 
ket to load his produce on trains in the even- 
ing and place it on the Chicago market the 
following morning. Farmers are profuse in 
their praise of the system which allows them 
to raise other crops than grain.

A JUMPER’S MISHAP. 


Peynaud’s Dive at Kockaway Beach Fright: 
ens the Spectators. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPpaTcu. 

NEw YorK, August 17.—Monsieur Baptiste 
Peynaud, who dives from a tower at Rock- 
away Beach, said to be 150 feet high, into a 
big net stretched below, broke through tne 
net yesterday afternoon. Peynaud started to 
make the jump at 2 p. m., with the usuul for- 
mal preparations. More than 5,000 spectators 
were on the shore and in numerous boats 


large and small. The net into which the diye 
or fall is made is about twenty feet long and 
fifteen feet wide, and is made of good, stout, 
cordage. In the center is a piece of heavy can- 
vas about six feet square. When Peynaud 
dives he tries to land as near the center of 
the canvas as he can. This insures an equal 
strain on all parts of the net. The net is 
stretched eight feet above the shallow water 
at the shore. It was retting to be low at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and the water 
was about eight inches deep. Peynaud mounted 
the tower as usual, and when he «otto the 
top gave the same dramatic,look about him.

It was 2:11 a. m. when 
the seyenth round was finished and from then 
until 3 o’clock was spent in avain endeavor to 
get the men to fight. Slattery was 
willing, but no amount of assurances 
of fair play would induce Allen to go on wit 
the battle. Nearly every man on the boat 
tried his persuasive eloquence on him but 
without avail.

AFTER TWENTY YEARS. 


une Return of Wm. Peicher to His Family 
at Lyons, N. ¥. 


By Telegraph tothe PFosr-Dtsraron. 

Lyons, N. T., August 17.—The case of Wm. 
Pelcher. who twenty-two years ago left his 
home mysteriously and who was never heard 
of until his sudden reappearance a few days 
ago, is an absorbing topic of discussion, 
Peicher lived in Palmyra with bis wife and 
family, and in 1862 enteredas a private ina 
Wayne County regiment. Three years later 


he was honorably discharged. While in the 
service he contracted epilepsyv, to which can 
be traced all his subsequent actions. 
In the summer of 1866 he dls- 
appeared as completely as though the 
earth had swallowed him, and all efforts to 
obtain traces of his whereabouts have proved 
futile. His family mournea him as dead and 
his wife applied for a widow’s pension, 
. which was not granted, however. 

In the meantime Mrs. Pelcherand one son 
moved to Lyons, where they have since lived. 
A few days ago an aged man called to see the 
family, and the surprise of Mrs. Pelcher can 
be imagined when she discovered that he was 
her long-lost husband whom she mourned 
as dead. Pelcher, when uestioned as 
to his whereabouts, coul give no 
gatisfactory explanation, but said that 

he had wandered away in one of his epileptic 
Ats and had travelled from place to place do- 
ing odd jobs for a living. e had made the 
circuit of the globe, he said, but his remem- 
brance of the places he had visited was very 
defective. 

On Thursday, Pelcher visited the soldiers’ 
and sajlors’ encampment at Sodus Point to 
renew his acquaintance with his old comrades 
in arms and while there was seized with a fit 
and almost expired. He was taken to the 
home of his son in Palmyra and lies there in a 
critical condition.

WINGED PESTS. 


A Swarm of Flying Ants Swoop Down on 
Lake Keyka, N. . 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y., August 7.—About 
5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon fishermen on 
Lake Keuka began to be annoyed by hosts of 
minute insects, which they at first thought 
were some species of black fy. The insects 
came upon the lake from the southeastern 
shore, and in such immense swarms that 
within afew minutes after their appearance 


the surface of the lake was covered so thickly 
with them that for long distances tuey con- 
cealed the water completely from view. 
The phenomenon was the more 
surprising because insect pests of 
any kind on Lake Keuka had never 
been known, even the ubiquitous mosquito 
being comparativel} rare. These winged vis- 
itors drove many fishermen from the lake as 
they made it difficult to either see or breath 
so thick did they settle and fil the air. It was 
soon discovered that among the myriads of 
the nimble insects were larger ones, less in 
number, but apparently ofthe same family, 
except that their bodies were brown while the 
others were black and that their abdomens 
were swollen inordinately. The wings of 
both species were nearly white. Closer in- 
spection of the insects showed that they were 
not flies at all, but winged ants. The bodies 
of the smaller kind were jet black and 
glistened like polished ebony. The brown 
ants whose bodies werea quarter of an inch 
long, were tound to be distended with eggs 
apparently hundreds being in each ant. 

As the ipsects struggled on the surface of 
the water it was noticed that they gathered in 
large bunches and it was discovered that in 
the center of each group was one of the large 
brown ants which the smaller black ones 
seemed to be struggling to rescue or protect. 
In rowing through this vast collection of in- 
sects the wake of the boat would leavea line, 
on the edges of which the ants were heaped 
together as a plow throws up the earth from a 
furrow. 

From Hammondsport the lake was covered 
In this way by the insects from shore to shore 
fora distance of ten miles, and where the 
rays of the setting sun slanted upon them 
they appeared on the lake in great patches of 
delicate purple, forming a most remarkable 
pleture in combination with the surrounding 
scenery. When the insects first began 
to drop down upon the lake biack 
bass were biting freely along the rocky shores 
and buttoms, butas the water became alive 


with the etruggiing winged ants the fishermen 


tried to tempt the bass further, but the con- 
stant breaking of the water along the shores 
showed plainly that this strange visitation of 
insect life exactly suited the epicurian palates 
of the fish. Now and then, where the ants 
had gathered in thick patches on the surface, 
sometimes an inch or more in depth and a rod 
or two in area, some immense and eager black 
bass would shout from his lurking place and 
sweep upward and through the troubled group 
of insects, leaping into aggravating sight in 
his sweep, with his great mouth open and 
leaving a wide and sharp-cut space iu the 
mass to mark his predaceous course. 

One of these writhing groups brought great 
luck to Maj. Gardnerof the famous Sunny 
Slope and Ingle Nook vineyard. He and a re- 
porter were bass fishing off two-mile point on 
the west shore of the lake when the plague of 
ants bore down upon them tosuach an extent 
that it forced them to pull for escape from the 
annoyance, reeling in their lines asthey fled. 
The Major’s hook and minnow at the end of 
200 feet of line came in contact with one of the 
masses of ants. At the same instant a big bass 
shot from the bottom and stuck in the 
midst of the ants, seeking a liberal mouthful 
of the apparently luscious food. He took 
the Major’s bait and hook in the haul. 
After a struggle of ten minutes or more, 
during the excitement of which even the 
swarming ant pests were forgotten the fish 
was landed. He weighed a plump five pounds 
and a half, the biggest single bass caught this 
season hereabouts. It may be that the skillful 
handling of the minnow might have called 
that finny prize from his lair, but the weight 
of probability is that he only included the 
minnow incidentally in his grab of ants. 

This singular flight of ants is reported to 
have extended as far south from here as Bath, 
eight miles. People driving between the two 
places were forced to mufflie their faces at 
much discomfort to escape the still greater 
annoyance of the insects. The air was filled 
with ants when the last person went to bed in 
Hammondsport last night. This morning, 
with the exception of dead oneson the lake 
and about the shores, not one ot the insects 
was to be seen. They had disappeared as sud- 
denly and ysteriously as they had come.

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CORNER IN DIAMONDS. 


Prices of Precious Gems Pushed Up by the 
Rothschild Syndicate. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, August17.—Whoever wants to 
buy diamonds should be quick about it. In a 
few days the market will have jumped so high 
that he who would purchase must have a 
millionaire’s purse. The precious gems have 
been for a long time very cheap. Diamonds 
have, in fact, been altogethér too promiscu- 
ously displayed and the reaction has set in, 


At least, so isthe notion of the people who 
set the prices. The Maiden Lane dealers in 
this city are not very much cast down, taking 
things all in all, atthe diamond advance. 48 
a matter of fact, it migbt tax the 
energy of a rather big syndicate to 
control the prices for the stock already in 
their possession. It is of some importance, 
however, that people who want to buy 44. 
monds should understand justwhy the gems 
will, from tbis out, become dearer and rarer. 
In the firat place, the Rothschilds have used 
the syndicate Which they formed some time 
ago for the now almost openly svowed pur 

ose of constituting a corner in diamonds. 

hen dealers at Amsterdam, the great center 

of the cutting trade, found out some months 
ago that the prg@ducers at Kimberly were ad 
vancing prices for the stones, ‘‘in the rough, 
they considered the rise only a specuiative 
rise oh the part of a few merchants. 
It was then the beginning of the trade’s dull 
season, and the increased values obtained in 
the market were expected to disappear ina 
very short time. But the Dutch were mis- 
taken. The prices instead of diminishing 
steadily advanced. Now something like a 
panic bas seized the Amsterdam people, and 
even small orders from this cauntry were re 
fused. Rudolph Reinhardt amd Henry Hor- 
witz of 17 Maiden Lane heard from two of their 
correspondents yesterday. Mr. Reinhardt's 
Paris letter came from Leopold Schiff, who 
told him emphatically that there was ex 
treme difficulty in filling New York orders at 
present,’’ while I. Herring of Amsterdam 
wrote Mr. Horwitz that the market has 
advanced, and goods sare scarce. Amer!- 
can traders ave already left without 
purchasing goods, on account of the scarcity 
of diamonds and the prices exacted. The De 
Beers consolidated mine shares have jumped 
from £30 to £50, the Bulfontein from £7 to £2 
and the New Jagerafontein from £12 to 150. 
These advances were looked upon yesterday 
by some of tne big Broadway and Maiden Lane 
dealers as the legitimate result of changed 
mining conditions at Kimberly. 

Harrison Smith of Alfred Smith & Co. re- 
turned onlya few days ago from London. 
There is no question of high prices being the 
rule. Diamonds must grow dearer, he ex 
plained to a reporter yesterday. There have 
been some big transactions, and shares have 
sold as high as. £35, But while a corner in the 
rough stones undoubtedly exists, still there is 
such a big stock of gems floating in the mar- 
ket that our New York dealers should not feel 
alarmed unnecessarily. For some time to 
come this country will de the place to buy 
diamonds as European prices are way up. 

Reranto and Perges, who operate directly 
atthe Cape, are credited with working the 
supply for the Rothschild syndicate, Notlong 
ago the former bought in asupply from one 
mine for $1,250,000, also purchasing its sixty 
days’ output for $350,000 more, while Peres 
made a similar move at a cost of $400,000. Such 
transactions as these must naturallv have 
their affect in increased prices for buyers.

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


A Texan Shoots His Wife and Mother-in-Law 
and Kills Himself.

JACKSON, Tenn., August 17.— H. L. Prewitt, 
a young man living near Spring Creek, this 
county, shot his wife and mother-in-law yes- 
terday and then immediately killed himself, 
blowing his brains out.
